Trading full bellies for 
better perspectives

WILMINGTON - Have you ever 

about how it feels to go 
without food? How do you think you 
would react in this type of situa- 
tion? 
Fifty-eight local residents went 
thirty hours without food this past 
weekend. The group participated in 
the World Vision Thirty-Hour 
Famine, a program locally support- 
ed by the Wilmington United 
Methodist Church, to bring aware- 
ness to world hunger. 
This is the second year in a row 
that the United Methodist Church 
participated in the World Vision 
Event. More than thirty of this 
year’s volunteers took part in last 


about other parts of the world 
where children do not have enough 
food to eat. They also listened to a 
speaker who taught them things 
about the country of El Salvador, 
participated in local service proj- 


ects, and discussed their own expe- 
riences. 

The program, which is attended 
heavily by teenagers, is designed to 
give participants time to learn 
about world issues, while at the 
same time providing them with 
ways to serve their community. 

This year, the participants raised 
money for the World Vision fund by 
asking family, friends and neigh- 
bors to sponsor them for the thirty- 
hour event. Last year, the group 
raised more than $3,000. This year’s 
crop of youngsters surpassed that 
total, rallying $3,800 for their 
cause. All such proceeds will go to 
emergency relief efforts and long- 
term development projects in Peru, 
Tanzania, Rwanda, North Korea, 
Ethiopia and the United States. 

Melissa Danielson, the program's 
organizer and an assistant to the 
Pastors at the United Methodist 
Church, first participated in the

WILMINGTON - If Mare and

How Innocent Is An 
Innocent Spouse? 


When you sign your name to a joint tax 
return, you-and your spouse-are jointly 
liable for any unpaid taxes. interest and 
penalties that may be assessed against that 
return in an audit, no matter who earned 
the money or prepared the return. 

The 1998 tax reform law provided for 
“innocent-spouse™ protection under which 
one partner might claim relief for liability 
for a tax return under review. Some 
divorce lawyers now file claims for clients 
automatically, just in case. But a more 
recent Tax Court ruling has added a new 
wrinkle: if one spouse claims “innocent 
spouse” status, the other is entitled to 
notice of the claim and an opportunity to 
challenge it, to keep a spouse (or cx 
spouse) liable. The IRS will stop efforts to 
collect when Form 8857, seeking innocent 
spouse status. is filed. The IRS will com- 
pute the tax after form 8857 is filed. 

Best bet: always read “what you sign 
before you sign it. If there is any question. 
it's safer to file separately.

to report that there were (his best 
estimate) more than 50 robins in 
his back yard. He was wondering if 
these robins were early returners 
from somewhere down south or 
birds which never migrated south 
last October. My best semi-edu- 
cated guess was that this flock came 
back north with the snowstorm 
which came up the Atlantic coast 
on February 5 and 6. Besides, if 
such a flock of robins had been 
hanging around in Wilmington or 
Tewksbury all winter, I suspect I 
would have heard about it before 
February 7. The question now is, 
will those robins survive this two 
day monster snow storm? Most of 
them will; will find enough 
seed and dried berries and fruits to 
sustain themselves. ‘

A local practitioner of the 
ancient Chinese and Russian art 
of egg carving has proved that 
eggs are not just for breakfast 
anymore and had one of her cre- 
ations accepted for the 2001 
White House Egg Display. 

Sophie Chetwynd of 
Wakefield has been practicing 
her art form for the past. 15 
years and, as a member of the 
New England Egg Art Guild and 
the International Egg Art Guild, 
is one of four teachers of the 
discipline in Massachusetts. She 
is also the 1999 recipient of the 
“Good Egg Award” for her work 
with other artists. 

“I was called during the sum- 
mer (by the American Egg 
Board),” Chetwynd said, “and 
asked if I was interested in 
doing a piece. 

“At first I was excited. Then I 
thought, ‘maybe I shouldn't 
have accepted.’ I usually work in 
a larger scale.” 

All of her fears aside, 
Chetwynd received a letter on 
Monday, February 26, that the 
Bush administration was contin- 
uing the tradition started during 
the Clinton Administration. The 
letter also served as notification 
her creation is accepted in the 
eighth annual display. 

The 51 eggs, representing all 
50 states plus the District of 
Columbia, will go on display 
during the Easter Season. The 
exhibit will run for two weeks 
before the holiday and one week 
after. 

The display will include indi- 
vidual plaques listing the name 
of the state and the artist 
Chetwynd has been invited to 
the White House for a special 
opening event and tour on April 
9. 


“I usually work with various 
eggs from finch to ostrich eggs,” 
Chetwynd said as she proudly 
showed a collection of her 
favorite pieces that decorate her 
house. Many of the pieces are lit 
up and/or have mechanical 
parts.

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However, the regulations for 
the White House display called 
for a large chicken egg to be 
used. The egg also had to be 
free-standing - no bases, stands 
or hangers - and the small end 
had to be facing up. 

No matter what size the egg, 
or the destination of the final 
product, Chetwynd takes great 
care in the preparation for a 
new piece. 

“I buy my eggs from a hatch- 
ery,” she said. “The eggs are 
emptied, sterilized and sanded 
All of the eggs the Guild mem- 
bers use are infertile.” 

The preparation for a normal 
egg creation is quite a process. 
Chetwynd explained that first an 
egg is divided and marked on an 
egg marker, the lattice and cuts 
are pencil drawn and cut out 
using a high speed air drill 

The drilling work is done in a 
special chamber where a vacu- 
um draws the dust into a bag

process took a little longer while 
Chetwynd decided on a theme 
that would be appropriate for 
the egg.

Consumer Reports 
Guide to Health Services for 
Seniors, written by Trudy 
Lieberman and the editors of 
Consumer Reports, offers hands- 
on, practical advice in a user- 
friendly format that includes 
worksheets, charts and compar- 
ative tables. Each major chap- 
ter ends with “Key Decision 
Points” so seniors have a useful 
checklist to make important 
long-term health care decisions. 

“Finding a good nursing 
home is a complicated task and 
one that should be investigated 
ahead of time, if possible to 
determine options,” says 
Lieberman, who is Director of 
the Center for Consumer Health 
Choices at Consumers Union. 
Lieberman has been reporting 
on consumer health issues for 
many years and is one of the 
nation’s most respected con- 
sumer health journalists. The 
Guidebook lists eight tools to 
help people in making and com- 
paring choices for nursing 
homes. 

Two new tools, released for 
the first time, are the Nursing 
Home State Detection Index and 
the Nursing Home Watch List by 
State. 

The Nursing Home State 
Detection Index shows how all 
50 states and the District of 
Columbia stack up when it 
comes to detecting problems in 
nursing homes. State inspectors 
found that Michigan, California, 
Nevada and Arkansas rank at 
the top of the list indicating a 
high level of citation activity.

The Nursing Home Watch 
List by State uses information 
reported by state inspectors 
who surveyed these facilities 
between July 1995 and October 
1998, with the goal of gauging 
the quality of care delivered to 
residents. The Watch List was 
based on five criteria (1) cita- 
tions for filing to provide ade- 
quate access to the survey 
report, (2) high numbers of
